It may seem that the easy way out for a country faced with 
great debt obligations is currency inflation—but the lament- 
able lesson of both ancient and modern history is that in every 
ease inflation produces fear and panic—and often complete 
breakdown of the nation’s social and economic structure, 

We have been hearing a great deal about ‘‘controlled in- 
flation’’—but what isn’t heard is that no other nation has ever 
been able to keep inflation within control once it was started, 
What reason have we to believe there would be any different 
result in this country? 

The future financial security of the United States can be 
assured in only one way—and that is by reducing the cost of 
government to balance with its income. And it’s about time 
the ‘‘powers that be’? get started in that direction, There 
must come a day for payment of all the money that is being 
expended—and there should be immediate reduction in Unele 
Sam’s expense. Living within income—whether it be 
nation or individual—may seem old fashioned to the modern 
financial experimentalists and spendthrifts but nevertheless if

| The huge lemon pack this year 
is in reality a menace to the in- 
| dustry, a common condition where 
' plenty produces the paradox of 
;}penalty. Human nature has al- 
| ways revolted at the thought of 


| withholding or destroying com- 
modities in order to maintain} 
|price. This has been condemned 


|as the deliberate creation of a false 
|scarcity. Where there is a great 
|surplus of a commodity the nat- 
jural reaction is to allow its use, 
no matter how cheap the surplus 
may make the market. But this 
jis a fallacy in economics. If the 
marketing of a great surplus de- 
presses the price to a point below 
cost of production it eventually 
ruins the producer, the entire in- 
dustry becomes unprofitable and 
‘is abandoned. This happened to a 
very marked degree in the earlier 
history of the citrus industry, 
causing more than half of the lem- 
on acreage to be budded over to 
oranges. 

Of course the restriction of ship- 
ping is not the cure of a surplus 
in itself. There must be an au- 
thoritative restriction of lemon} 
acreage, and a more rigid culling 
before shipping. |

s heretofore adopted by the City 
ouncil of Upland, on the 18th 
day of April, 1929. 
Section Two. Trash, paper and 


other like combustible material, 
such as ordinarily accumulates 
from day to day in homes, 
stores and other business places, 
may be destroyed within such 
foo by burning in inciner- 
ators or other like appliances, 
| only when the same are first | 


approved by the Chief of the Up- 
land Fire Department. Any such 
burning may be done only between 
the hours of 4:00 o'clock a.m. and 
10:00 o’clock a.m. on any day of 
the week, and any such burning 
must be in and contained within 
an incinerator or other like appli- 
ance so constructed as reasonably 
to prevent the escape of sparks or 
flame therefrom. In any such in- 
| cinerator or like appliance, the vent 
or opening shall be protected by 





one or more strips or layers of 
'wire mesh or netting, in which 
\the minimum mesh or aperatures 
|shall be not more than one-half 
inch. The owner or occupant of 
|the property using such incinerat- 
lor or other like appliance shall at 
all times keep and maintain the | 
same in good and safe condition. 
It shall be the duty of each own- 
er or occupant of property within 
,said fire zone, before using any 
such incinerator or appliance, or | 
burning any such paper, trash or 
other like combustible material, 
‘first to secure permit so to do 
|from the Chief of the Upland Fire 
| Department; any such permit must 
| be in writing, describing the prop- | 
lerty on which such appliance is
